Events of the Week,

THEY WANT PAY FOR MEMBERS

Trades Unions Deslire to Have Represen:
tatives in Parliament Recelve Salarics
Sufficient for Campalgn Expenses,
Threatened Bagpipe Epldemie.

London, Nov. #4.—0On Tuesday even-
ing last the poarliamentary committes
of the Trades Union congress walted
upon the prime minlster to urge the
government o make provision for the
payment of members and also for the
expenses of the returning officers. They
painted out that the United States and
the colonies all pald thelr representu-
tives and thereby returned men who
were in o position to understand ques-
tlons  pertaining to  labor matters,
wherens in England when a poor or o
working man was returned he was
obliged to depend upon precarious sube
seriptions, which moneys are collected
from the laboring clusses. The annual
sum recomméended, {300, would enalie
suituble men to return to parliament
and to attend to thelr dutles In an effi-
clent manner, Lord Rosebery In reply
promised to do all he could in the mat-
ter, but appealed for reasonable time
fnd went through a formildable list of
hils already pledged next session,
Boeotland, Wales and vory much Ireland
and even Englund! were all pressing
for first consideration, and what I8 a
poor Liberal government to da? The

deputation then said that Mr. Lord
Rogebery was @ very nice man and
gracefully withdrew, If the subject

comes up next sesslon 1t will undoubtéd-

a8 the argumentg embraced by the
trades commitiee are just and fraught

been sent home and It will be some time
before the venerable college will be
habitable agaln.

JOHANNA WAGNER

Death of the Famous Prima Donna and |
Traglie Actress,

Forelgn papers bring word of the re-
cent death in Germany of Johanna
Wagner, nlece of Richard Wagner. She
wik born at Hanover, Oc¢t, 13, 1828, .mt[
was the daughter of Albert Wagner, a
dramatic tenor. He married Elise t}ull-
mun, whosge voice, of the wbnormal
compiss Of three octaves and two notes,
wis one of the wonders of her time.
In her very short career she s sald to
have sung the ports of Tancredi and
of the Queen of Night with equal full-
ness of tone, The daughter of Elsle |
Gollman Wagner even surpassed her
mother In reputation,

Richard Wagner and his brother, Al-
bert, Wved together In Wurgburg dur-
ing the year 1828, Johanna, then only
o years old, sang everything she heard;
and her unecle, In after years, would
often gquote her childish version of the
words of operns,

In 1859 she married Herr Landrath
Jachmann, and two years lnter had the
misfortune to lose her volee suddenly
and completely, Bhe then bravely en-
tered upon a second artistic careor as
an actress, hep exceptional gifts ena-
biing her to do so with brilllant sue-
ceeg, This lasted for eleven years at
the same thewter ot Berlin, Her new
repertolre  Included  Marie  Stuart,
Quean Kilzabeth, Lady Macbeth, Anti-
gone, Phasdra, lsabella ("Bride of Moes-
ginn'), Mald of Orleans, Hermione,
Medea, Sappho, ete.

After sleeping from two to twenty |
minutes the subject enters the third |
stage, that of somnambulism. He will |
now obey any suggestion made to him;
will open his eyes (having been first
cautioned that, thowgh he does g0, he
will e atill asléep), will walk about and
even cary on an anlmoted conversis
tlon. He will do whatever he is told
to by the hypmotizer.

Care must be taken, however, in mak-
Ing suggestions to a person hypnotized
for the first time, The patlent s in a
state of unusual mental susceptibillity.
He hWears and sees, without realizing,
everything that goes on about him. He
Enows that he fs the contre of attrac-
tion, and o feellng of shyness comes
over him, He even resists in & measure |
doing what he is told. It s because of |
this peculinr senaitiveness of an inex-
perienced subject that a request of any
unexpeoted character will startle him,
frequently to such an extent as 1o
ciuse him to awake,

Only trained subjects obey unhesitn-
tingly every command, By o tralned
subject I meant one who by frequent
hypnotlsm hag become accustomed to
the hypnotie state, and submits entirely
to the operator's control, his own will
having apparently no power whatever
of opposition,

The Trained Subject,

The more frequent o person 18 hyp-

the demands made upon him, until, In
the coursge of time, varving In length
according to the person’s susceptibility
to outside Influences, he becomes what

The most important thing for 4 person
experimenting In hypnotism to learn 1s |
the art of awaking a sleeping subject,
Here come In the unexplained phenom-
enn of post-hypnotic suggestion, or the
carrying out after awaking of a sugges- |
tion made while asleep,

To awnken a subject by simply bid-
ding him to do so Is to tuke chances.
Owing to the unusual condition in
which the hypnotized person has been,
It I8 not improbable that he would nwak-
en with a start, possibly having a se-
vere headache and feeling o drowsy
that he would insist upon again golng
Lo sleep, (

To avoid this the aperator should use
some such formula as “L[am now about
to awake you, You will have no head
ache or pain of any kind.  You will Teel
comfortable and happy. You will be |
rested and vefreshed from your sleep,

and will remember nothing that hop-
pened while you alept. When I count
three, your eyes will open and you will
e wide awnke,"

If the experimenting s done In the
evening It Is well to add the caution
that the patient will sgleep well that |
night. These suggestions given, proceed
to count three slowly and distinotly. At
the last word the subject's eyes will
open, and In the course of g minute ar
two he will have shaken off the feeling |
of drowsiness still pregent when thv
eyes first enclosed,

Post-Tlypnotism,

The fleld of pust-hypnotle suggestion
peems unlimited, A good subject, en |
rapport with the hypnotizer, will carry !
out after awaking almost any sugges- |
tion which has been made.

To a subject recently hypnotlzed hy
the wriler the suggestion wus given that
he knew nothing of the vowels K and
L After awaking he wan requerted to
write the word “welght.” Without hesi-
tation he wrote “wght.” Told that his |
gpelling was wrong, he Insisted that it
was not, but that thespelling wis o new
one, which had besn recently adopted.
The word eight he refused to write, say-
ing that he had forgotten how., Auked
to repent the alphabet, he ran through
It very rapldly, omitting the letters
ypecified. He did this much more rap-
Idly than any one else In the company,
who, In a normul state, atlempted the
same feat. In the course of a few
minutes the letter “1" came buok to his
memory, and later still the Jetter "B

While they were lost to him he c«s-'
plained thelr disappearance by suylng
that they had formerly existed, but a
man had thrown them away. The sub-
ject was a young boy, and there is no
doubt whatever of his honesty.

An equally curious experiment fre-
quently tried is to tell & subject that
upon dwaking a certain object will be
invisible. If the object chosen Is a per-
gon it is well to sugrest that they will
be nelther seen, heard nor felt, If this
were not done the volee or touch of the
Invisgible person might give the subject
a severs fright, or even drive him into
hysteria.

Nervonsness and Hysteria, |

These abnormal conditions of the
mind soon fade, and disappear of thelr
own accord, as a rule. It I8 always
safest, however, to rehypnotise the subs
Jeet and restore him to o oatural condi-
tion by suggestion.

The mention of hysteria brings up o
point which Is well for the novice to re-
member. Nervous persons often be-
come hysterical when In the hypnotie
gtiate. This Is caused generally by
dreams, pleasant or otherwise; by the
gound of laughter, or loud tnlking. To
avald this glve the suggestion Lo sleep |
soundly, but not to dream. Alvo to sleep
Al the first slgn of approach-
ing hysterla suggestlon will often serve
ta quiet the subject. If, however, he
refuses to be quleted, ‘m\l bevomes reul-
Iy hysterienl, the only course left f= to
awnken him as quickly ax possible.

The hypnotist must ot all times re-
membir that he can do anviling at all |
with & good subject, If the proper sug-
gestions are given, He should wateh
the subject closely while hypnotized,

| and 4t the least sign of pain or discom-

fort eorrect it withonut delay. The sub-
Jeet will believe fmplicitly anyihing hi
says, and he should always insigt upon
every guggestion moade being carrvied
out to the jetter,

This 15 ton hroad o subject to attempt
laying down all the rules which could
be catalogued. Experience and obger-
vation will readily teach the best meth-
ul of handling any purticular subiject,
